"The problem of communication in Wroclaw is ver; difficult -’he tramway lines 
are few and inadequate, and bus lines serve mainly the suburbs. 

"A very popular spot of the city is the ’Olimpia' Sports Stadium, in the suburb 
of Sepolno. It accommodates 80,000 spectators. Thousands of people go to the 
Stadium every Saturday and Sunday. 

In Sadowa Street there is a prison which holds escapees from Poland, who have 
been caught by frontier guards. This four-story building has about 500 inmates, 
both men and women.

"Da' a' 
state dairy people had to pay 2. 20 - 2m$0 zlotys' for one liter of milk. 

Dome delivery items could "be exchanged.. For instance, 10 kilograms of pork 
could be replaced by 10Q kilograms of grain. In the compulsory deliveries of 
-pork, the farmers had to supply pigs of best quality, well fed and weighing 
at least ’ 90 kgs live weight. Farmers try to keep ext'ra Contracted* pigs, 
which means that they undertake to deliver them also to the state voluntarily. 
The price is very profitable, at least twice as much as the official price paid 1 
for compulsory deliveries ^compulsory deliveries: .six zlotys, per kg of. live • 
weight; contracted d e liveries s 12-15 zlotys).
